Day Observed at Clarke College 





“COLLEGE AIMS” SUBJECT 
OF TIMELY LECTURE 


Inscription on College Seal Is 
Used as Basis for an 
Inspiring Talk 








“It is a tragedy not to have an op- 
portunity in life, but it is a far great- 
er tragedy to have an opportunity 
and not take advantage of it,” as- 
serted Reverend Isidore J. Semper, 
head of the Department of English, 
Columbia college, urging the students 
of Clarke College to make the most 
of their college year, as he addressed 
them in the Clarke College auditor- 
ium on Sunday evening, September 
28, at § o'clock. 

“College Aims” the title of the 
instructive and convincing lecture 
were brought out through the motto 
inscribed on the Clarke College seal: 
Religion, Charity and Wisdom. These 
indicate the three chief aims of 
Clarke College and express the pur- 
pose of each college student. 

“It is most fitting that religion as 
an aim, should appear first on the 
seal of a girls’ college for educa- 
tion for girls was first sponsored by 
the Church, The duty of a girl is 
to become a more perfect woman,” 
continued the speaker. 

“Today as a result of the World 
war and internal disorders we are 
living in the midst of bad manners 
where it is generally accepted that 
it is no longer necessary for a girl 
to possess refinement and culture,” 
declared the lecturer. “Our relig- 
ion supplies us with the highest mo- 
live for being gentle, that of char- 
ity, the second aim named on the 
seal,” 

“Wisdom or knowledge, the third 
aim on the college seal, has always 
been favored for women, by the 
Church, provided that education in- 
cludes the necessary training for a 
girl’s duty in the world, that of the 
establishment of a home. No theory 
of education that a woman is an in- 
ferior being has ever been sanc- 
tioned by the Church.” The lecture 
then referred to Blessed Thomas 
More and Dante, illustrious writers 
of the Middle Ages, who stood for 
the higher education of women. 

In closing Father Semper said 
“Your schoo] beckons you on. Take 
stock. Be a spiritual athlete. Strive 
to reach your aims and refrain from 


that which might retard you.”

College Saturday. 

Reverend Sylvester Luby, celebrat- 
ed Mass at 6:30 o’clock in the Chapel 
of the Sacred Heart. Father Luby 
spoke briefly to the congregation on 
Mother Clarke, exhorting the  stu- 
dents to follow the example of the 
holy foundress, 

Regular classes were held during 
the day but a program, honoring St. 
Francis of Assisi was presented in 
the college auditorium at 7:30 o’clock 
in the evening. The first number 
was the “Spirit of St. Francis,” a 
short tribute to the saint by Miss 
Rosemary Dempsey, Chicago. “Sim- 
plicity,” an orchestra number by 
Dorothy Lee, played by the Clarke 
College orchestra followed. 

A vocal quartet, “Ave Maria” by 
Mendelssohn was sung by the Miss- 
es Eugenia Frith, Dubuque; Doris 
McKinney, Logan, Ia.; Helen Con- 
don, Chicago, and Bernadette Lus- 
son, Cresco, The number was ac- 
companied by an instrumental trio: 
piano, Miss Katherine Wessels, Mus- 
catine; violin, Miss Dorothy Kelie- 
her, Flkader, fa.; and cello, Miss 
Mary Louise Byrnes, Cedar Rapids. 

“Waitin’ in the Shadows,” a duet 
composed by Coombs-Wellesley and 
sung by the Misses Eugenia Frilh 
and Mary Francis Heller, Dubuque, 
was accompanied by Miss Kalherine 
Wessels, Muscatine, piano, and Miss 
Katherine Tully, Dubuque, violin. 

The concluding number was a one- 
act play, “The Twilight Saint” by 
Stark Young. The play was set in 
an Italian peasant cottage in the 
thirteenth century. By the use of 
simple setting, period costumes aml 
unusual lighting effects, the true al- 
mosphere of the plot was conveyed 
in a forceful manner. 

The story depicts a poor young 
poet, Guido, who chafes under the 
restraint placed on him by the pro- 
tracted illness of his young wife, 
Lisetta. Pia, an old peasant woman, 
a neighbor of the young couple, tries 
to help them with domestic work and 
her homely conversation in attemp'-

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GEORGE McCARTY 
GIVES LECTURE 


“Aristocracy of Character” Is 
First Number of Season 
Program 








“The Aristocracy of Character” 
was the subject of the address giv- 
en by George McCarty, head of the 
department of speech, South Dakota 
state college, and editor of “The For- 
ensic” of Pi Kappa Delta, in the 
Clarke College auditorium, Septem- 
ber 22. This lecture in which the 
speaker drew from a large fund of 
experience as teacher and soldier 
was the first on the lecture and re- 
cital schedule for 1930-1931. 


“There is only one aristocracy and 
that is the aristocracy of character” 
was Mr. McCarty’s opening sentence. 
He showed this aristocracy revealed 
chiefly in right choices pointing out 
that upon the choices made depends 
one’s whole future happiness. The 
one difficulty that he finds with th» 
present educational program is that 
it places too much emphasis on ath- 
letics, and that in the field of ath- 
letics itself, winning the game re- 
ceives purnmeunt consideration rath- 
er than good sportsmanship. 

The speaker pointed out the debt 
owed by civilization in matters of 
culture and creature comforts to the 
men of the past who have had the 
courage to face the mob and follow 
a dream. For examples he cited 
Franz Schubert who dared to per- 
severe jn the face of a world that 
said his music was not music; the 
Wright brothers; Marconi; all those 
who have dared to follow an ideal 
jin spite of a jeering public. 

Mr. McCarty alleged that practicat- 
ly everything of which civilization 
boasts is owed to those who have 
made the right choices. From this 
he concluded, “It remains for us to 
make the right choice in determin- 
ing what we shall do with this one 
life that is ours.” 





Clarke Represented 
at Convention 





The Student’s Spiritual Leadership 
convention met in Chicago, with 
headquarters at the Palmer House, 
June 20-22, to discuss ways and 
means of forwarding the work of the 
Sodality, and of promoting a greater 
interest on the part of Catholic youth 
in Church activities. The Clarke Col- 
lege delegates were the Misses Mary 
Thomas and Helen Condon, Chicago. 

The convention opened Friday 
morning with Solemn High Mass at 
the Holy Name Cathedral. After a 
short talk by Reverend Daniel A. 
Lord, S.J., the delegates adjourned 
to the Palmer House where the first 
general meeting was held. Follow- 
ing the speeches of welcome, the 
work of the convention was out- 
lined, committees were apfointed. 
and general deliberations began. 

Ways of arousing interest in So- 
dality activities by the introduction 
of recreational and educational fen- 
tures were adequately discussed, the 
consensus of opinion being that fre- 
quent diversions, not as a substitute 
but as a corollary to the recitation 
of the office of the Blessed Virgin 
and other Sodality exercises were 
decidedly beneficial. Other topics 
under consideration were: Sodality 
Crganization, Apostolic Work, Cath- 
olic Literature, nnd Catholic Educa- 
tion. The speeches of the delegates 
were brisk, interesting and to the 
point. Especially revealing were the 
talks of the men, who represented 
thriving branches of the Souality

Archbishop Beckman Gives an 
Earnest and Devotional 
Sermon 














The Most Reverend Francis J. 
Beckman, S.T.D., Archbishop of Du- 
buque, celebrated the. Mass of the 
Holy Ghost in the Sacred Heart 
Chapel at Clarke College, Saturday 
morning, September 20, at eight 
o'clock, His Grace was assisted by 
Reverend Edward <A. Fitzgerald, 
S.T.B., the college chaplain. 


Resident and city students in at- 
tendance entered the chapel to Schu- 
bert’s processional, “Ave Maria,” 
played on the organ with violin ob- 
bligato. The recessional was Schu- 
mann’s “Abendlied.” During the 
Mass the Clarke College choir sang 
“Veni Sancte Spiritus,” “O Domina 
Mea” and “An Act of Adoration,” 
compositions of a Sister of Charity 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary. 


After Mass His Grace addressed 
the student body in an earnest ex- 
hortation for increased devotion to 
the Holy Eucharist. “{ have offer- 
ed this Mass,” he sald, “in honor of 
the Holy Ghost to implore His bless- 
ing on the scholastic year that it may 
be truly successful, that it may be 
a Eucharistic year at your college.” 

“Next week, September 22-25, the 
Sixth National Eucharistic Congress 
of the United States will take place 
in Omaha, which is in the province 
of Dubuque. There the hierarchy of 
the United States will be gathered 
to do honor to Christ jn the Blessed 
Sacrament. All races will there be 
united, one in mind and heart and 
faith, offering homage to their Eu- 
charistic King, And you here in 
your college may unite in spirit in 
this prayer of thanksgiving, repara- 
tion and petition.” 


“All the sacraments center in the 
Holy Eucharist and were institute! 
because of It,” His Grace continued, 
pointing out the relation of each sac- 
rament to the Holy Eucharist.” 


“Reception of Holy Communion is 
a great fountain of grace, supplying 
untold spiritual strength. The st:- 
preme act of devotion is the accept- 
ance of our Eucharistic King into 
eur hearts. The merit of a Cora- 
Mmunion may be indicated by the fer- 
vor of the thanksgiving after it.” 

After illustrating the various de- 
grees of benefit derived by receiving 
Holy Communion, and citing a strik- 
ing example of the spiritual power 
of the sacrament, the Archbishop 
concluded with an earnest appeal to 
the students of Clarke College to live 
close to the Eucharistic King, to 
manifest their faith in His Presence, 
that His blessing and lasting joy 
might be theirs.

The Saturday afternoon plunge is 
especially planned for the children 
of the city. The pool is open be- 
tween the hours of two and five-thir- 
iy o’clock. Health certificates are 
required of children as well as 
adults. This is a safeguard for the 
bathers as wel las a preventative 
measure to keep disease from the 
reo.
